mons. As far as we are aware,little or nothing 
is known of the conditions under which the 
labouring classes of the country, other than 
the fellaheen, live and work, The fellah’s way 
of life and employment are well known,but we 
imagine that little has been recorded concern- 


_|ing the town-workers. Before any legislation

GOVERNMENT POSTAGE. 


NEW REGULATIONS. 


Hitherto all the Ministries and Government 
Departments have been accustomed to send 
all their letters, parcel, etc., through the Egyp- 
tian Post Office free of charge. This system 
isto come to an end on February 1, 190%, 
when this class of postal matter, so far ae 
letters are concerned, will be put in the same 
position as ordinary public correspondence. 
The ‘fervice de |’Etat” stamp, which was 
affixed regardless of weight, will. be superseded 
by the ordinary stamps with af overprint 
showing that the correspondence emanates 
from the Government. The letters will be 
charged according to weight. Parcels will be 
treated on the same footing as ordinary parcele, 
and the usual stamps will be employed with- 
out an overprint. In the case of money- 
orders commissions will be paid on the spot 
instead of allowirg accounts to ron as 
heretofore. P 

This new system is to be_introduced for the 
purpose of protecting the Postal Administra- 
tion and should materially increase its 
receipts.

The vehicle already tested is gear- 
less, and has an engine giving 20 hp. at 
800 revolutions per minute, accelerating to 
80 b.p. at 1,200 revolutions, The flywheel is 
cast with a smooth sarface, and the car is 
fitted with two direct-driven friction wheels 
ranning on a shaft. By shifting the diso of 
one of these two wheela across the face ot 
the flywheel, the car can be moved in either 
direction, backward or forward. By these 
means also itis possible to obtain any gra- 
dation in speed, and the car whan deacanding 
a hill canbe pulled up with perfect ease by 
moving one of the leather-facad discs across 
the reverse side of the flywheel diso.To obviate 
avy difficulty that might be experienced in 
running the car over the sandy tracts of Egypt 
the back wheels have been fitted with broad 
and flat twin tyres. The ran fally bore out 
all that Messrs. Dongill claim forthe car. A 
distance of thirty miles was covered at an 
average of sixteen or seventeen miles an hour, 
thoagh the engines were not pat toa trial of 
their fall capacity through fear of the law.

Demas’ “Francillon” isa would-be exposition 
of the Lex Talionis, The wife claims equality 
to the point of taking a lover openly if her 
husband betrays her with another woman. 
The husband goes to the Bal de l’Opéra, the 
wifg follows, the hasband talks to Rosalie 
Nichon, the wife to an unknown cavalier, both 
patties go to the Maison d’Or. All the 2nd 
and much of the 8rd act is taken op with the 
emphasis and horror of such cynical evil- 
doing, when—suddenly--M. Domas remembers 
this ie a comedy with only part of an act left. 
So we find that Monsiear has only been 
discussing Rosalie’s projected marriage, and 
reading her love letters with her, and Madame 
has, on her side, done no more than pretend 
she was guilty ;she had never put the cap to 
her lips, far less drank of it. She is trapped 
into the admission jost in time before the tall 
of the curtain. Incidentally, as with his heroine 
in the “Demi-Monde,” she is made to look a 
fool by the good author; fary, shame, admission, 
pardon, joy, etc., cannot be achieved in such 
short succession. Still the play is fall of 
elegant and tedious reflections, and has a few 
good things sprinkled here and there. 

The part suited Mlle Brandés, bat evidently 
did dot show all her character. She has to be 
the inexperienced wife—too jealous, at times 
too exacting, uni annoying even, 
then audacions, counting no cost : and all this 
she was. It was a fine exposition. Of course, 
on reflection, the false note comesin again and 
again. How can a girl of that type show sach 
depth, sach shame, or shame passed by, such 
rathlessness, when she knows she has not done 
what she says? Domas, in fact, should be 
making her bloff, instead of giving all thore 
res! emotions, all to be knocked hollow at th3 
end. Mile Brandés gave the emotions and left 
the curtain to take care of the end: s0 much 
the better. She certainly has an attractive 
personality: none of the’ magico and mystery 
of some of her older fellow stars of the Paris 
stage: that may come. She isa comédienne, 
still almost a girl, quite young. But she has fine, 
quick-glancing deep eyes, deep, yet open, that 
may be fixed a moment as those ofa Sphivx, 
bot that must answer frankly the next moment. 
She bas all the self-poasession and natural 
movement and grace that separate her class 
of actress from those below it. The voice I 
can hardly jadge yet-—she was a little hoarse 
last night: it is deep, but without, so far as 
one can tell, any striking light or shade, or 
unusual power of intonation. Of course it is 
not the “voix d’or” which isa symphony in 
iteelf, or the magic voice of a woman in life— 
as that of Jane Hading for instance. Bat 
than, as I said, she is a comédienne, and unless. 
she goes through all the phases those others 
know and interpret, how should she show all 
their knowledge, and mystery, trouble and 
keen joy, as these follow one another ? In fine, 
she and her voice snd her personality are all 
thoroughly pleasing and expressive; one can- 
not wish for tragédy in all its variations every 
day ; and in comedy she is most attractive 
and excellent. 

I have said nothing of the rest. As faras I 
could see, and the parts gave a chance, M. 
Alerme was az good as any, quite natural and 
quiet. M. Rousselle is excellent, but the part 
and his acting are both rather convestional :

APPEAL TO PATRIOTISM. 


THE REICHSTAG 


ELECTIONS. 


: Bgrutx, December, 15. 

The newspapers comment very freely on the 
internal situation. They say that the Govern- 
ment has energetically taken upon itself to rid 
itself, with a strong hand, of the influences 
exercised by the Clericals, who only by avarice 
and pusillanimity refused to vote the meoessary 
funds, 

The Government is appealing to public opi- 
‘nion considering, that the people will be more 
generous than the Clerical and Socialist 
majority in the Reichstag. 

The Liberal and Conservative papers approve 
the firm and national attitude of the Govern- 
ment and regard the dissolution of the Reichs- 
tag as 8 deliverance from the intolerable 
inflaence of the Clerical party. 

On the occasion of the dissolution the Chan- 
cellor received innumerable cougratulations 
from all parts of Germany. (Reuter)

The elections for the Reichstag will take 

Place on 26th January. (Reuter) 
Beruix, December 15. 

The elections for the Reichstag have been

FUTURE OF TRANSVAAL. 


LORD MILNER ON SITUATION. 
Loxpoy, December 15. 
Lord Milner, speaking at Manchester, said 
Heaven alone knew what the end would be in 
the Transvaal Colony in view of the granting 
of self-government. The sole hope was that the 
very despersteness of the situation and the 
threetened economic catastrophe, might cause 
the Transyaalers to sink their differences and 
effect a temporary arrangement, which, if 
backed by a strong body of Colonial opinion, 
the Imperial Government might hesitate to 
reject, (Reuter) 
JowanxwEspurG, December 15.

As a fascinating s faithful portrayer of 
Osiental life.and character Mr. Marmedake 
Pickthsll gained the respect of the reading 
publio.when he wrote “Said the Fisherman.” 
With his ;latest work he loses none of the 
repatation then gained. Rather, we are the 
more convinced that his giftsare peculiarly 
adapted to daaling with Eastern subjects, and 
he is, therefore, well advised to return to them. 
His knowledge of provincial Tarkey is not that 
ofthe tourist. He is the find stadent, who 
delights in describing the intere ting if some 
what erratic characteristics of these people he 
knows so well. “The House of Islim” is a 
simple story, entirely without semblace of plot, 
yet it compels interest. The seductive glamour 
of the East rons throngh it, aud while reading 
it one lives forthe time being in the quaint 
scenes: and surroundings therein depicted 
The chief characters bronght to our notice 
are two Syrian brothers, who at the time 
we make their acqvsintanoce are living in 
Constantinople. Thsy f rm one of those striking 
contrasts of character not infreqrently met 
with in families. Shams-ad-din is a well to-do 
shopkeeper, beloved by his neighbours for bis 
saintly fife, and hononred fyr b's grest erodi 
tion. Milbem, on the othar hand, is a “man 
of the world,” ambi'ioas, h artless, and devoid 
of sentiment.
